Petitioner submits this communication and requests reconsideration of a dismissed petition. 
The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office has issued a Decision on Petition, mail dated 17 August 
2006, in connection with the above-identified patent application. 

On 20 April 2006 Petitioner filed a petition to revive an unintentionally abandoned patent 
application under 37 C.F.R. §1.
